Although President Nixon 
is scheduled to meet Com- 
munist party Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung during his week in 
China, the President’s most 
substantive talks will be 
conducted w i t h Premier 
Chou En-lai and a small 
group of technicians in the 
Peking leadership. 

The President’s encoun- 
ters with Mao, which will 
probably take place in Pe- 
king and in the rsort city of 
Hangchow, are likely to be 
1 a r g e 1 y ceremonial. The 
78-year-old chairman is said 
to be frail. Moreover, his 
conversations with foreign- 
ers usually tend to be gener- 
al philosophical discussions. 

Chou En-lai. on the other 
hand, is the man who man- 
ages China on a day-to-day 
basis, and his talk with Mr. 
Nixon is bound to focus, on 
practical matters. 
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
